The, Evening News says it onder- 
stands the law officers have conclud- 
ed that the allies are entitled to de- 
Mand the extradition of the former 
emperor, and that this decision ap- 
plies also to individuals who have 
committed, or given instructions for 
the commission, of  extraditable 
¢rimes. 

It is added that Holland takes the 
view that she has not-the power to 
surrender such persons without the 
consent of Germany. 

The French premier, M. Clemen- 
ceau, recently requested of Charles 
Lyon-Caed, dean of the faculty of 
law of the University of Paris, an 
opinion on the possibility of the ex- 
tradition of William of Hohenzollern. 
Mr. Lyon-Caed asked to be given 
time to prepare a declaration. 

One of the leading French authori- 
ties on international law, Edward 
Clunet, is reported. to have advanced 
the opinion that it was impossible to 
demand the former emperor’s ex- 
tradition. 

The former emperor has been in- 
dicted three times for murder in Eng- 
land, in connection with the sinking 
of the Lusitania, German aerial raids 
and the shelling by warships of un- 
fortified east coast towns.

Restrictions on ‘Looting Necessary 
But Huns Showed Their 


With the British Army at the 
Front—During ‘the last, part Of the 
German retreat orders “were » given ney! 
¥8quiring the restriction of looting to at 
mattresses, wool and similar articles. 
The order was probably due to mill- 
tary transport difficulties which re- 
quired that only the most important 
material should be carried back to 
Germany. It does not seem to have 
been due to any change of policy for 
there were many evidences that the 
Germans had undergone no change 
of heart before leaving. Two graves 
found in the area regained by the 
British first army were marked “To 
unknown British soldiers.” When 
they were opened they were found to 
contain mines and fuses so arranged 
as to cxplode when the graves were 
opened. There were many such al- 
leged graves which the enemy had 
prepared, containing boxes of hand 
grenades. ‘The contents of these 
boxes would explode when the lids 
were removed. A stall in a telephone 
exchange had been partly damaged 
and cunningly deviced to explode a 
mine upon making connection with 
the switchboard to test the appara- 
tus.

Your Winter 
Supply of Butter 


By L. A. Gibson, Dairy Commissioner 
of Manitoba 

A eac -nyny householders are 
now storing away their winter’s sup- 
ply of butter In this connection, may 
I offer the following suggestions: 

Have the butter made from fresh 
flavored, sweet cream. Butter made 
from very sour or stale cream will 
not keep properly. It will turn ran- 
cid very shortly afte. being made. 

Be sure tnat all buttermilk is 
washed out of the butter before pack- 
ing, sal. it lightly and work wel! to 
ensure a uniform color. Butter will 
keep better with from 1% to 2 per 
cent. of salt than that made from 3 
to 4 per cent. of salt. 

Keep the butter in the coldest place
